W ashington, April 23.—Yes. there 
is a “jo k er” in the income tax bill. 
Hut in this legislation, for a change, 
the joker is all in favor of the peo­ 
ple. 


The possessors of swollen fortunes 
''e re m uch perturbed by the pending 
income tax legislation, and when the 
bill finally issued from the prin ters 
they read it with a great deal of in­ 
terest.

per cent on an income of over $4,(KH) 
and under $20,000, two per cent on as 
much of the incom e as is above $20,-

on any excess of $100,000 
per 
year. 
) n-der this grad.uation 
a 
plutocrat 
like John D. R ockefeller will be re ­ 
quired to pay four per cent income 
tax on all his income except $100,000 
per year. This was alarm ing. It was 
not until Wall Street read down to 
the corporation section th a t it felt 
tha perhaps it had been judging the 
Dem ocratic -House too harshly. F or, 
while individuals are assessed on a 
graduated scale, corporations are giv­ 
en a flat tax rate of one per cent no 
m atter how large th eir annual profits. 
Even the great Steel T ru st will be re­ 
quired to pay but ofae per cent tax on 
its vast earnings.
